Council seeks 
input before 
yanking light 


The Grayling City Council 
will seek input from Crawford 
AuSable School District leaders 
before pulling the plug for a 
traffic light located at a busy 
intersection. 

The Grayling City Council, 
last week, tabled a decision to 
remove a traffic light located at 
the intersection of Maple 
Street and Michigan Avenue. 

The tight was placed at the 
intersection in the spring of 
2009 when construction got 
underway on the 1-75 Business 
Loop to help detour traffic 
through the community. 

Shortly after the light was 
pul in place, residents compli- 
mented city officials regarding 
the light for easing the flow of 
traffic through town and 
allowing children a safe pas- 
sage to schools, Page 3

The Grayling City Council has turned the 
invesligation of creating an alleged hostile 
workplace environment over to a third 
parly. 

The city councd, last week, opted to have 
a Lansing attorney, who investigates hostile 
workplace environment complaints, inves- 
ligate an ineident that took place al city 
hall, 

Mayor Karl Schreiner asked) Grayling 
City Police Chief Doug Baum, who Is serv- 
ing at the acting Grayling Manager, if he 
wanted to discuss the complaint in a closed 
session, Without the public being present, 
since the complaint is against him. Baun 
opted to fet the council discuss the incident 
in open session, Only the employee who 
has been named in a complaint can request 
that amatter be discussed in closed session 
under Michigan's Open Meetings Act. 

The city council appointed Baum to 
serve us the acting city manager on March 
&. The counei put Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer on leave on Feb, 22. with full 
pay. while he faces 24 counts of allegedly 
violating the Social Security Privacy Act. 

The alleged hostle workplace environ- 
ment complaint was prompted by questrons 
directed toward Baum at the city councd’s 
meeting on March 29 trom Grayling City 
Council Member Kim McClain. Thayer 
had intended to apply for a Department of 
Natural Resources and environment (DNR 
& 1) grant aimed for small projects 10 help 
develop a skate park for youth by city hall. 
The grant was supposed to be submitted to 
the state on April 1. Baum was unaware of

After construction on the 
I-75 Business Loop was 


completed, Michigan 
Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) 


officials changed the light 
10 a four-way stop because 
they did not want to subject 
the state to liability for acci- 
dents. The city also had 
four stop signs placed at the 
intersection. 

A recently traffic study, 


done for the city in order 


purchase the light) from 


MDOT, determined that 
there not the volume of traf- 
fic to warrant a light at the 
intersection. That, along 
with utility and mainte- 
nance costs for the light 
prompted Grayling City 
Council members to con- 
sider its removal, 

Grayling * City Police 
Chief Doug Baum, who is 
serving as the acting city 
manager, said engineers did 
recommended a potential 
turning lane at the intersec- 
tion. Baum said the turn 
lane would reduce space for 
bike lanes and parking for a 
block on Michigan Avenue 
and Maple Street. 

Grayling City Council 
Member Kim McClain 
pushed to stall the vote to 
remove the light. She added 
that there are many safety 
and traffic flow issues the 
cily is trying to address 
with the hght, such as 
manipulating the timing for 
left hand turns at Charles 
Street and State Street onto 


the 1-75 Business Loop. 


Finally, McClain said the 
light would address school 
safety, traffic coming off on 
northbound I-75 and high 
traffic flows when schools 
get out and shifts a Mercy 
Hospital Grayling and 
Camp Grayling’s Maneuver 
Area Training Equipment 
Site change. 

“We need to talk to the 
schools and we need to look 
al the bigger picture,” 


McClain said. 

Chad Beckett, the direc- 
tor for Grayling 
Department of Public 
Safety, said keeping the 
stop signs at the intersec- 
lion and erecting additional 
signage would alert 
motorists that they are trav- 
cling through high-density 
pedestrian travel areas. 

“That light being there is 
foolish as far as T am con- 
cerned,” Beckett said. 

Beckett said it cost the 
city $10,000 to have the 
traffic study done at the 
intersection. He added that 
the state is now asking the 
city 10 pay $11,000 for the 
light, when the original cost 
was estimated to be $8,500, 

Beckett said MDOT offi- 
cials contact him daily 
regarding the future of the 
light as they do the final 
restoration = work — and 
cleanup for the I-75 
Business Loop reconstruc- 
lion project, 

“They're looking to close 
out the job, and they don't 
want that hanging out there 


preventing them from doing: 


that.” Beckett said. 

Grayling Mayor Pro Tem 
Larry Akers said he con- 
curred with Beckett's opin- 
ion on keeping the Eight in 
place.

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IT’S A GOOD thing that 
Michigan’s primary election is still 
about 100 days in the future 
because plenty of voters on both 
sides obviously need more time to 
make up their minds. 

Every poll of prospective voters 
shows that those who are still 
undecided have in their hands the 
final decisions on candidates for 
governor in both Democratic and 
Republican primaries. 

One recent telephone poll of 
likely = primary voters (by 
Rasmussen Reports in late March) 
tested Democratic candidates 
Virgil Bernero, Andy Dillon and 
Alma Wheeler Smith, and 
Republican candidates Michael 
Bouchard, Mike Cox, Peter 
Hockstra and Rick Snyder. 

Among Democrats, 53 percent 
of those polled had no preference 
among the three candidates. House 
Speaker Dillon drew [2 percent, 
State Rep. Smith 10 percent and 
Lansing Mayor Bernero § percent, 
and 17 percent said they preferred 
a different candidate altogether. 

Among Republicans, 32 percent 
were undecided and S percent pre- 
ferred another candidate. US Rep. 
Hockstra led the field with 27 per- 
cent, Mr. Snyder had 18 percent, 
Atty, Gen. Cox 13> percent and 
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Issues 
and 


Sheriff Bouchard 5 percent. The 
fifth candidate, State Sen. Tom 
George of Kalamazoo, was not 
included in the polling. 

The Rasmussen poll questioned 
662 likely Republican primary 
voters, and 541 likely Democratic 
voters. That seems like a very 
small field from which to draw 
reliable conclusions, but lo many 
professional — pollsters that’s 
enough. 

The only conclusion to draw 
from these and other recent poll 
results is that at this point both 
nominations are open to be won or 
lost, and what candidates do and 
say during the next !00 days will 
be decisive. 

* * * 

THOSE FIGURES might be a 
bit different among Michigan 
Democrats after a candidate forum 
of their Uiree governor candidates 
in tandem with the party's 
endorsement convention and annu- 
al Jefferson Jackson dinner. 

More than 2,000 Democratic 
activists gathered Saturday for the 
convention, but only 80 to 100 
stuck around for a Sunday brunch 
to hear Candidates Smith, Dillon 
and Bernero. 

According to newspaper reports, 
Mr. Bernero launched into his

usual no-holds-barred, fire breath- 
ing style, blasting the Michigan 
legislature for inadequate action to 
help Michigan’s economic situa- 
tion, aiming especially at Speaker 
Dillon for his leadership rote. 

Mr. Bernero also said he favors a 
part-time legislature, and that he 
likes unions and the auto industry, 
and doesn’t like Wall Street greed. 

Mr. Bernero has been endorsed 
by the Michigan AFL-CIO and the 
UAW, both organizations that have 
been cool to Mr. Dillon, although 
Mr. Dillon said he has “voted with 
labor about 90 percent of the 
time.” and that “{f am not the 
devil.” 

Rep. Smith was the only candi- 
date to outright endorse a lax pro- 
gran, including a graduated 
income tax (which is standard 
Democratic rhetoric) and extend- 
ing sales tax to services (which has 
been proposed by = Gov. 
Granholm). She said she would 
rein In tax breaks for businesses, 
and wants free tuition for all 
Michigan students at universities 
and communily colleges. 

There is no doubt these three 
Democratic hopefuls are different, 
and will attract different sorts of 
primary voters. If elected, they 
likely would produce different

approaches to Michigan problems. 

As these differences become 
more apparent, both in style and 
substance, the undecided voter cat- 
egory will shrink, but at this point, 
it looks like a toss-up.

A SIMILAR STORY will devel- 
op among Republican voters, too, 
as campaigns intensify and candi- 
date forums are held. Alf five can- 
didates, including Sen. George, are 
lined up soon for a joint appear- 
ance to be televised from 
Michigan State University. 

One of the best ways to judge a 

candidate is a side-by-side com- 
parison. Campaign literature, tele- 
phone calling, rallies of the faith- 
ful (often with admission only by 
ticket) usually are cffective only 
with those voters already commit- 
ted to one candidate. 
Switching the undecided voter into 
the committed supporter holds the 
key to success for Republicans, 
toa.

A public hearing will be 
held at 7 p.m. on Monday, 
April 26 at the Grayling 
City Hall, to receive input 
from city residents and 
ORV enthusiasts on a pro- 
posed ORV ordinance. 

Under the draft) ordi- 
nance, an ORV is prohibit- 
ed from traveling at a rate 
of speed greater than is 
reasonable and proper, 
which has been determined 
to 10 mph by city officials, 

Between 10 p.m. and 7 
a.m., ORVs cannot travel 
ata speed greater than the 
minimum required — to 
maintain forward move- 
ment of the ORV. 

No ORV may be operat- 
ed on Michigan Avenue 
except to cross Michigan 
Avenue. 

No ORV may be operat- 
ed on Lawndale Street to 
avoid disturbing activities 
at the Grayling Senior 
Center and seniors living 
in apartments rented by the 
Grayling Housing 
Commission. 
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City ORV public 
hearing slated 


No ORV may be operat- 
ed on or cross James 
Street, except when cross- 
ing James Street at Ottawa 
Street, Ogemaw Street, 
Ionia Street or Charles 
Street when traffic is clear 
and only after stopping. 

A committee of city offi- 
cials has been working on 
the ORV ordinance for 
several months, hoping it 
will give hotels and 
motels, gas — stations, 
restaurants and businesses 
that sell ORV parts and 
equipment a shot in the 
arm, 

“Tf you do this, it will be 
pretty unique because not 
too many cities allow this,” 
said Grayling City Police 
Chief Doug Baum, who is 
serving as the acting 
Grayling City Manager. 

No ORV may be operat- 
ed on railroad property 
within the city. 

No ORV may be operat- 
ed in the city except for the 
purpose of gaining access 
to or trom an area of oper- 
ation outside the city by 
the most direct route. 

ORVs shall travel at the 
extreme right of the street 
with the flow of traffic. 

Finally, ORVs must 
come to a complete stop at 
every strect intersection.

The Distress

_ by Works 


We studied in Romans 11:7 
that Israel’s religion by self 
seeking or works will not be 
successful, submissive, or sat- 
isfying. 7What then? Israel 
hath not obtained that which 
he seeketh for; but the elec- 
tion hath obtained it, and the 
rest were blinded.”

Bicycling, a healthy way to 
spend an active day in the out- 
doors, gives participants .an 
opportunity lo get some exer- 


cise while viewing some of 


what nature has to offer. 
“There is no better bicy- 

cling country than Michigan’s 

scenic and rolling two penin- 


sulas located in the heart of 


the Great Lakes basin. Plenty 
of trails and pathways chal- 
lenge bicyclists of all ages, 
types and skill levels,” accord- 
ing to the Michigan 
Department of — Natural 
Resources and Environment 
(DNRE). “Michigan’s total 
coastline length is second 
only to Alaska, Michigan also 
has 11,000 lakes and 36,000 
miles of rivers and streams, 
which puts bicyclists, no mat- 


ter where they are in the state, — 


within 20 minutes of water. 
Autumn color, fishing, swim- 
ming and boating are all with- 
in close range of the bicyclist. 
Bikes are allowed on all paved 
and non-paved roads in all 97 
state parks and recreation 
areas. Bikes may also be oper- 
ated on designated bike 
paths.” 

“Mountain bike trails, how- 
ever, are: different from bike 
paths. While bike paths are 
paved or hard surfaced and 
tend to be quite smooth, 
mountain bike trails tend to 
consist of @ more rugged ter- 
rain, characterized by a natu- 
ral soil surface, narrower trail 
width, changing slopes and 
gradients. These distinctions 
should be noted before you 
prepare to take a trip to one of 
the stale parks or state forest 
pathways and use the moun- 
tain bike trails,” according to 
DNRE.

Camping, a popular activity 
for Michigan residents and 
people visiting the state, 
offers a wide variety of out- 
door recreational activities for 
people who want to spend 
some quality time with friends 
and family members outdoors, 
Numerous privately owned 
campgrounds, in addition to 
public campgrounds — state 
forest campgrounds and state 
parks -- offer many different 
options for campers. 

“Recreational staples such 
as hiking, camping, fishing, 
hunting and picnicking are 
just the beginning of all the 
adventures available to park 
and forest visitors,” according 
to DNRE. “Boating, biking, 
sightsceing, wildlife watch- 
ing, ice fishing, water skiing, 
horseback riding, off-roading 
in your vehicle, nature study, 
skating, snowmobiling, cross- 
country skiing, sailboarding 
or just lounging around and 
relaxing with family and 
friends are all available. No 
matter where you go, there’s a 
state park or forest that offers 
what you want to do.” 


Canoeing 
The upper AuSable and 
Manistee rivers in the 


Grayling area offer some of 
the finest canoeing in the mid- 
western United States. These 
cool, clear, world-renowned 
trout streams move along ata 
steady, gentle rate through 
mixed pine and hardwood 
forests, 

A day on the river is @ great 
way for families to enjoy 
northern Michigan's outdoors. 
It is not unusual to see deer, 


mink, otter, beavers, ducks, 
wild turkeys, a great blue 
heron or, occasionally, a bald 
eagle, while on your canoe 
trip. 

Area canoe liveries offer 
river day trips ranging in 
length from two to six hours, 
as well as overnight canoeing 
and camping trips. Many fam- 
ilies pack a picnic lunch for 
their day on the river. For 
those considering an 
overnight trip, there are state 
forest campgrounds. strategi- 
cally located at various points 
along the rivers. 

The AuSable and Manistee 
are “Class 1” rivers, with no 
“whitewater” or — rapids. 
Canoeists can — generally 
maneuver around the rivers’ 
natural logjams and “sweep- 
ers” (trees that hang out low 
over the river) without too 
much trouble. The water aver- 
ages three to four feet deep in 
most places, 

Canoeing season usually 
starts in May and runs until 
late September or early 
October. Some liveries will 
accommodate customers at 
any time of the year. Each liv- 
ery has its own rates, require- 
ments and restrictions. 


Summer weekends can be 


very busy at area canoe liver- 
ies, so advance reservations 
are recommended. 

Guests are encouraged to 
dress appropriately. IVs a 
good idea to bring an extra 
sweatshirt, rain gear, or a 
change of clothing in a secure, 
plastic bag. Visitors should 
also remember sunscreen and 
lightweight, long-sleeved 
shirts to provide sun protec- 
tion on hot summer days. 

All liveries ask — that 
canoeists do not bring glass 
bottles or styrofoam coolers. 

“We have a wonderful natu- 
ral resource in our rivers,” 
according to one local canoe 
livery. “They belong to all of 
us and must be respected and 
taken care of by all of us. 
Keep litter in your canoes and 
use the landings provided so 
this wondertul canoeing expe- 
rience can be shared by ali.”

then again after the in court 
room presence requirement 
was satisfied. However, even 
following that practice, the 
Presiding Judge of — the 
Family Court, Hon. Monte J. 
Burmeister, noticed — that 
oftentimes children, although 
in the lobby, spent their time 
watching the proceedings 
and the people they knew 
who were sitting in the wit- 
ness stand testifying. 

lt was with that backdrop 
that the Probate Court. start- 
ing researching alternatives 
to this seenarto. Thus was 
born the "Read to” Kids 
Zone." 

In the course of doing the 


research, Judge Burmeister 
Jearncd that) the Grand 
Traverse County Probate 


Court had created a “Read to 
Kids Zone.” After making an 


on-sile visit, to Grand 
Traverse County, Judge 


Burmeister determined that 
“Zone” in Crawford 
County might appropriately 
re-direct a child from the 
Courtroom proceedings 
while present in the building, 

The concept of the “Read 
lo Kids Zone™ was that a 
child | present in the 
Courthouse, whether their 
presence was required for 
testimony oor — otherwise, 
could read a book or is read 
to by a caregiver, When it 
was lime to leave they could 
take their book with them to 
keep. This would) re-direct 
the child’s attention and pro- 
mate literacy.

After further research by 
Judge Burmeister, a grant 
opportunity for free books 
was also identified. In April 
of 2009, the Probate Court 
successfully wrote a grant 
request for books to Lisa's 


Library Foundation out of 


New York. In late summer of 
2009, Lisa's Libraries sent 
254 brand new books to the 
Court lo be given away lo 
children who had to be at the 
Courthouse. 

With the approval of the 
grant ins hand. the Probate 
Court approached the 


Crawford County Board of 


Commissioners with the con- 
cept, and they readily appro- 
priated lobby space for a 
"Read to Kids Zone.” 

Alicr use of lobby space 
was approved by County 
Commissioners for the "Read 
to Kids Zone" cndeavor, the 
Friends of the Crawford 
County Library = System 
became aware of the project 
and expressed their interest 
in itas well, 

Recognizing another 
avenue in which to promote 
literacy within Crawford 
County, the Friends of the 
Crawlord County) Library 
System graciously donated 
several boxes of books. The 
Friends of the Crawford 
County Library System also 
provided monetary support 
for the purchase of additional 
hooks and materials to help 
construct the “Zone.”

"Attending Court is often a 
very stressful experience for 
adults.” Allen said. “For chil- 
dren, Court can be even more 
confusing and. stressful. I 
wholeheartedly agree that 
children should be protected 
as much as possible from any 
negative effects of Court 
attendanee.” 

Summing up the project, 
Judge Burmeister said. "In 
the end. while we would all 
prefer children not be present 
at the Courthouse while sen- 
sitive matters 
Heard. sometimes there 1s no 
way around it. Hopetully, 
when that happens ino the 
future, we now have a way (o 
protect them from observing 
and hearing things that as 
children they should not have 
lo be exposed to. Tm proud 
lo be part of a collaborative 
community effort that bene- 
fits children and promotes tt- 
eracy.”
